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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S COMMENT 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the drawings "too small." Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures.

3 . Claims 7- 1 2 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 7 recites, inter alia, a circuit for selecting the serial combination of the DC voltage 
electrical sources of the elementary cells in service controlled by means of the signals indicating 
arrival at upper and lower limits of range of operation delivered by the high-frequency 
switch-mode voltage regulation circuit wherein said switching control unit comprises a high- 
frequency switch-mode voltage regulation circuit equipped with a pre-compensation device that 
is controlled by the signals indicating arrival at upper and lower limits of range of operation and 
that corrects its lag during a voltage jump caused by . a change of the serial combination of DC 
voltage electrical sources currently in use. 

The art of record does not disclose the above limitations, nor would it be obvious to 
modify the art of record so as to include either of the above limitations.
